The chief point was whetrer the 
agreement of the G.T.P. with the 
city with respect. to the exclusive 
switching privilege south of MacKen- 
zie <Ave., should be ratified: In 
company with Divisional Superinten- 
dent R. R. Jamieson of the C. P. R.

Mr. Mountalin stated 
that his idea was that these three 
roads should be connected by spur 
tracks and that interchange of cars 
should be allowed between them so 


no matter in which part of the city 
it was situated, provided that there 
was a spur track built to it. A 
gmall uniform fee should be charged 
for such interchange of cars, the fee 
to be amicably settled by tue ra.l- 
way companies themselves, or failing 
in this to be settled by the Board 
of Ralilway Commissioners, Mr.

Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 11.—One of} 
tke worst storms in the history of 
Minitoba swept over part of the 
ovince Saturday evening and 
night and reports from many  dis- 
tricts show that severe damage bas 
been done in the destruction of crops 
by wind and hail, demolition of 
buildings, and in a few cases injuries 
to individuals. The disturbance, 
which was accompanied by fierce 
lightning and thunder from Fort 
William on the east to Brandon on 
the west prevailed with fury from 
two o‘clock in the afternoon till four 
this morning, when there was a 
general fall in temperature all over 
the district affected and over 
which it has been abnormally hot for 
the past week. At Fort William it 
attained the magnitude of a cyclone. 
One man was killed and his’ two 
companions stunned by a flash 
lightning, while the Catholic Church 
and the building was considerably 
damaged. The dead man is Mat 
Fitzzali, laborer at the freight sheds.
